It can be 
immediately seen that the little creat- 
ures hold a conversation by means of 
their feelers, and, this being ended, they 
repair together to the caterpillar in order 
to drag it into the nest by their united 
strength. 
Further, I have observed the 


meeting of ants on the way to and from 
their nest. They stop, touch each other 
with their feelers, and appear to hold a 
conversation, which I have good reason 
to suppose relates to the best ground 
for obtaining food." Hague writes, in a 
letter to Darwin, that he one day killed 
with his nuger a number of ants who 
came every day from a hole in the wall 
to some plants standing on the chimney- 
pifce. He had tried the effect of brush- 
ing tliem away, but it was of no use, 
and the consequence of tlie slaughter 
•was that the ants who were on the way 
turned back and tried to persuade their 
companions, who were not aware of the 
danger, to turn back also. A short con- 
versation ensued between the ants, 
which, however, did not result in an 
immediate retniii, for those who had 
just left the uefet fir.st convinced them- 
selves ol1 the truth of tho report.

How much of a man is due to qualities 
born in him, and how much to his early 
environment, no philosopher has been 
able to tell us; but it is impossible to 
conceive of a sagacious intellect like 
that of Lincoln, or a glorious mind like 
Webster's, emerging from the false glit- 
ter and noisy commotion of the city. We 
think of Washington, the patrician sage, 
pacing among the stately oaks of old 
Virginia, of Jefferson in liis country seat, 
and of John Adams tilling his farm in 
Massachusetts. These men, it is true, 
flourished in a time when there were no 
big citiea in the United States. But 
later 011 we see Lincoln, Grant and Gar- 
field reaehiug the topmost round of 
fame's ladder from the obscurity ol 
country homes.

President from first to last was born in 
a city.

Texas Pecan Crop. 


Heretofore the pecmi crop, as a source 


of revenue, has attracted but little at- 
tention. No caro whatever lias been 
taken with the tiees; in fact, in many 
localities treea fifty, to 100 years old have 
been cut down solely to obtain the nuts. 
Before the civil war'tlie export from the 
port of Indianola alone was reported at 
$100,000; now it is estimated that the 
amount actually gitliered exceeds $2,- 
000,000 in value. With proper care of 
the trees and systematic gathering of the 
crop it is believed that SI0,000,000 could 
be realized annually. Millions of bush - 
els are lost every year by falling on the 
ground and rotting or devoured by hoga, 
squirrels, turkeys and other animals and 
birds. Except "in inclosed pastures no 
claun is made by the owners of the land 
to the fruitage of the trees. Mexicans 
and negroes are the pecan gatherers, and 
in some diutricts \vhitechildren.—Texas 
Land and Hallway Journal.

fought to a mere guard. Then came the 
fatei'u! day of Fontainebleau, when the 
man who had mastered Europe abdicated 
his place and relinquished his glorious 
mission.

Legally Elected Mayor. 


At the recent charter election held 


at Springfield, which on account of 
the mnddle that resulted attracted 
no little attention in this community, 
the general incorporation law, under 
which Deeatur is organized, was 
adopted. On the same day, (April 
4tb, not the 18th,) the vote was ta- 
ken for the new city officers. 
On ac- 


count of the adoption of the general 
law the incumbents then in office 
churned that they were entitled to 
hold until their successors were 
elected and qualified under the gen 
era! law. The case was taken into 
the circuit court, and on yesterday 
Judge Zane decided that the candi- 
dates receiving the highest number 
of votes at the late election are eiiti 
tied to be declared elected, and to 
hold the offices until the nest regulai 
election, in 1883. This decision 
gives the office of Mayor to Dr 
•Jayne, the Republican candidate 
The State Journal says: 
. Judge Zane, in a decision which we 
beHeve to be practically unassailable, de 
clares that the terms of the city officers 
now claiming the right to "hold over," iu 
consequence -of the adoption of the Gen 
eral Incorporation Art, "ended with the 
election of their successors on the firs' 
Tuesday of April, and their qiialinca 
lions," raid that the terms of their snc- 


'are extended until the next ela- 


tion under the General Law." Dr. Jayne 
having been elected and: qualified, is b> 
virtue of this decision, Mayor of the Oitj 
of Springfield. It is justly to be ngsnra 
ed, therefore, that the City Council am 
all others who have the welfare of the 
city at heart, will recognize this fact. T< 
do otherwise will be to involve its finan 
cea in almost inextricable confngion <m< 
imperil its welfare and prosperity. The 
Council—or rather the fraction of it whie] 
has heretofore assumed to act for thi 
whole—have, so far, followed the advice o 
the ex-Mayor's attorneys. It is high time 
now that they should proceed to net fo 
themselves, and with a view to the city' 
interests, and we shall be greatly mistakei 
if they do not do this. 


We we not prepared to state in 


what light Mr. James 0. Lake view 
this decision as affecting his claim 
for mayor of Decatur. 
He will prob 


ably enlighten our people iu a few 
days. Dr. Jayne was elected mayo 
of Springfield under the provision 
of the old or special charter, whic! 
Decatur cast aside on April 19tb 
1881, at n special election held on 
that day. On the 18th of the pros 
ent month our city election was hel 
under the general law, and in accor 
dance with the notice issued by th 
clerk, ten aldermen were electeil 
However, a number of voters helc 
that a mayor should be elected o: 
that day nnd Mr. Lake received 11 
votes, that were reported bnt no 
canvassed by the council at its receu 
meeting. It is tho special pnrpos 
of Mr. Lake to test a question of \tn 
bearing on the rase, nnd ho \vi 
doubtless take steps in a short tim 
to get the matter before the court 
by causing a writ of mandamus t 
be issued.

Murder and Suicide in 
Ohio. 


The Arizona Red Devils. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 23.—A Tuc- 


son (Arizona) dispatch says: A cor- 
respondent at Saffards gives an ac- 
count of the recent Indian attack aa 
lollowa: ''Stanislaus Westas,- aged 
) years, has jast arrived from Ste- 
ven's sheep camp with the following 
story of the Indian massacre on the 
18th instant: 'Before daylight^ the 
Indians attacked the camp while we 
were all asleep. My father and five 
other men attempted to get their 
guns, bnt too late. The Indians 
rushed in from all sides and over- 
powered them before a shot could be 
Bred. The work of slaughter then 
began. An Indian put the muzzle 
of his gun against the head of one 
man and fired, blowing his brains 
against the floor and wall. I saw 
them kill my mother and two littlo 
brothers by beating their brains out 
with stones. 
They killed five. They 


tied my father and tortured him most 
dreadfully. 
He begged them to 


spare him, but they only tormontee 
him the more. 
AVhen they were tirec 


of torturing him, one of them split 
his skull with an as. An Indian 
squaw, wife of one of the four friend- 
ly Apache sheep herders, who worked 
with us, saved my life by holding 
me behind her, and begging them to 
spare mo. When all the Mexicans 
were dead except me, the Indians 
left.' 
The squaw who came with the

CLEVELAKD, O., April '25,—Th

biana county sheriff and his posse o: 
deputies, who have been following 
him since Sunday. Finding escap' 
impossible, he drew the revolver with 
which he murdered Mrs. Summers 
and fired two shots into his head 
producing instant death.

DANVILLE, Va., April 25.—The peo

P. Lipscomb had been killed by his 
father-in-law, Mr. Sterling Edmunds 
of Halifax county. A number o 
persons rushed to the house on Wil 
son street, occupied by Dr. Lipscomb 
and his wife, and found that the re 
port was true. When they arrivet 
the dead man had been removed from 
the dining room, where he fell, anc 
was laid ont cold and stiff upon 
bed in his chamber, which was fillet 
with sympathizing friends of both 
parties. The fatal ball- entered one 
side of his breast and passed clear 
throngh his body. Never was there 
a more deadly shot Mr. Edmunds 
made no effort to escape, bnt frankly 
confessed that he had killed Dr. 
Lipscomb, and invited an investiga 
tion of the cause that had led to the 
dreadful deed. The case was tried 
before the mayor, when the following 
facts were elicited: This morning Dr. 
Lipscomb and his wife were sitting 
at the breakfast table, when Mr. Ed 
mnnds came in, saying "Good morn- 
ing" to both his daughter and Jier 
husband. 
Dr. Lipscomb immedi- 


ately made some disparaging remark 
with regard to his wife. Mr. Ed- 
munds then remarked, "Tour treat, 
ment of your wife last night was 
outrageous." As soon as that was 
spoken Dr. Lipscomb drew his pistol 
and fired. Mr. Edmunds drew his 
and also fired. Mrs. Lipscomb then 


^ook the pjstol from her husband's 
lands, and asked her father to shoot 
no more. Mr. Edmunds then retired 
nto the passage. Dr. Lipscomb fell 
peechless. His shot had missed, 
>ut Mr. Edmunds' had taken effect. 
£e fell in tho arms of his wife, and 
jreathed his last with his head in 
ier lap. Mi1. Edmunds was acquit 
ed, and the general voice of the peo- 
>le is that it was justifiable homicide, 
tfrs. Lipscomb's name is that of 
Jettie. aud, as stated above, she is a 
laughter of Mr. Sterling Edmunds. 
She is also n grand daughter of the 
ato CoL Claiborne, of this place. 
Dr. Lipscomb was a son of the late 
Jos. E. Lipscomb, a highly respected 
citizen. 
They had been married 


only a few years, and had two chil- 
dren. The families on both sides 
lave the universal sympathy of the 
people of this community. 


JOI.IET, 111., April 25.—It is useless 


longer to attempt to disguise the fact 
that this city is terribly afflicted with 
small pox, the number of cases hav- 
ing rapidly increased within the past 
few days.

On Friday last two negroes named 


Mendel and Bittinger, were before Justice 
Schroyer, at Springfield, charged with 
the penitentiary offense of receiving and 
concealing two cases of goods that had 
been stolen from a Wabash, St. Louis and 
Pacific freight car at Springfield on the 
night of the second or third of April Th» 
accused waived an examination and were 
bound over to the May term of court in 
$1,000 each, both prisoners furnishing the 
required bonds. The goods stolen prove 
to be the property of F. L. Hays & Co., of 
this city, and were purchased in New 
York, recently by Major Hays. They 
are valued at $325, and consisted of a lot 
of shirts, rubber goods, 20 pieces of barege, 
crepe, one case of quilts and other arti- 
cles. The goods were expected to arrive 
here on April 1st, per agreement, but did 
not come direct, as these two cases went 
on to Springfield in a through car 
billed to that city, the intention being to 
send the Decatur goods eastward on the 
first local train. The two cases were re- 
billed at Springfield, but when the offi- 
cials there went to look for the goods it 
was discovered that the car in which they 
had been left had been broken open and 
both cases spirited away. The theft was 
made known to the city and county offi- 
cers, who proceeded to work up the case. 
In due time it was learned that certain 
parties had expressed a lot of goods to 
Carbondale, 111., and also to Lyons, Iowa. 
Part of the goods were placed in a trunk, 
and the balance in a new case. Further 
investigation disclosed the fact that these 
goods, which were procured and returned 
to Springfield, were those stolen from the 
Wabash car, and also, that they had been 
hidden for nearly three weeks in Mendel 
and Bittenger's stables. 
' This information came to the knowl- 
edge of Major Hays through the efforts 
of Mr. Amos Imboden, the Wabash de- 
tective, who assisted the Springfield offi- 
cers in discovering the supposed guilty 
parties, who will no doubt be indicted at 
the approaching session of the Sangamon 
county circuit court. Mr. Imboden did 
valiant service as a railway detective, 
and the Major accords him a full measure 
of praise. 


That the goods stolen are the property 


of F. L. Hays & Co., there can l>e doubt 
whatever. Major Hays, who was present 
at the examination on Friday, readily 
identified the stolen goods as belonging 
to his firm. He was familiar with the 
New York wholesale dealer's cost mark 
on each article, and was thus doubly for- 
tified in describing the goods and convinc- 
ing the justice that he is n capital witness. 


We understand that F. L. Hays & Co. 


will not make an effort to recover the 
goods. They will simply present a claim 
to the Wabash company for 8325 and 
demand payment; but the Major will have 
to appear before the grand jury at Spring- 
field, as his testimony will be required in 
indicting the accused, and then he will 
have to appear in court to testify at the 
trial.

fatal accident took place near Cerro GOT- 
do on yesterday (Tuesday). Eev. David 
Frantz, agedabont 60 years, who isa well- 
known Dnnkard preacher, went to Cerro 
Gordo yesterday after a load of tile. The 
heavy farm wagon was drawn by a team 
ot four horses, one of which was a spirited 
colt. The reverend gentleman, after load- 
ing the wagon with tile, started for his 
home near the Dnnkard church, three 
miles northwest of Cerrp Gordo.
